And be it farther ordained by the authority aforesaid^ 
That it shall be the duty of the treasurer of said city to 
pay the orders drawn on him in the order in which they ^^'^^''^^P'^y- 
shall be presented to him. And when it shall -happen, "^^"^' 
that there is not cash in the treasury sufficient to answer 
all the orders presented, the said treasurer «lial I nunrSber 
and register the said orders in the order in which th^y 
shall be presented to him ; and the said treasurer shall on 
Jio pretence pay or advance money upon a subsequent 
order, until he shall have cash in the treasury sufficient to 
satisfy all orders prior in number upon his register. And 
the said treasurer shall not receive orders from any col- 
lector of any city tax, as payment upon said tax, unless

OE it ordained hy the May or ^ Aldermen^ Common

Common That the Court of Common Council shall have charge of 
have"^ charge ^^^ ^^^^ Engines, Ladders, and all implements belonging 
of Engines, ^^ ^^^ City, for extinguishing fires, as also of the public 
kc.

duties in case of fire ; and to fill all vacancies which may 
happen in said offices : and generally to cause to be car- 
ried into effect, all the by-laws of the city, ordained for 
preserving the city from fire ; and for that purpose, to 
make all necessary rules and regulations, relative to the 
fire-wardens, fire-companies, or officers aforesaid, or the 
property or implements aforesaid, not contrary to, or in- 
consistent with this by-law. 

Be it further orduinedj That the Fire- Wardens shall 
have under their charge and inspection, all fire-places, 
Fire^War- chimnies, stoves, and stove-pipes, and the places used for 
dens, fbeir depositing ashes, and shall inspect them annually in the 
*^"^^' month of November, and oftener, as occasion may re- 

q>iire, and shall authorize the erecting of stoves and 
stove-pipes, in such places and manner as they may judge 
safe and suitable ; and shall, when the occasion ^hall de- 
mand, order any fire-place, chimney, stove or stove-pipe, 
or place used for depositing ashes, to be cleansed, repair- 
ed or disused. And they shall, in the month of Novem- 
ber annually, visit all buildings in which buckets are re- 
quired to be kept ; and they shall from time to time ex- 
amine all buildings and places in which they suspect gun* 
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powder to be deposited in violation of law ; and thejr shdl 
report to the city attorney, the names of all persons who 
neglect to comply with the by-laws, in regard to prevent- 
ing damage by firie. 

Be it further ordained^ That whenever a fire shall hap- 
pen in said city, all the means to be used for extinguishing 
the same, and preserving property, shall be under the di- 
rection of the fire-wardens; and that the same may be 
applied in a manner the most advantageous, it shall be 
their duty, as often as occasion requiresj to select from 
tlieir number, a Principal Engineer, and five Assistant ^"Si'^®®"* 
Engineers, and to designate the order in which the assistant ^ **' "^^' 
engineers shall take rank and command ; and also to allot 
to themselves, severally, the duties to be by them per- 
formed in the execution of their office : And in case of 
fire, the principal engineer, or, in case of his absence, the 
next in rank who is present, shall have the principal di- 
rection and command : And if any person present at a^ 
fire shall refuse to obey the orders of the principal en-' 
Igineer, or of any other of the fire-wardens, h6 shall be' 
liable to be taken and held in custody by them, or either 
of them, until he conform to such order. 

Be it further ordained^ That whenever, in the opinion 
of the principal or assistant engineer having command at 
a fire, it shall be* necessary to demolish any building, in Buildings, 
order to check the progress of the fire, he shall cause the when they 
same to be done, with the advice of two of the assistant ^^uohed ^" 
engineers, or, in case theii' advice cannot be obtained, on 
the advice of two of the fire-wardens. 

Be it further ordained^ That it shall be the duty of the 
principal and assistant Engineers to examine, from time 
to time, the fire engines, fire hooks, ladders, and all the ?"gi"^®" to 
implements to be used in case of fire ; as also the wells, !|^*^^*i^^ 
pumps, and reservoirs of water, belonging to the city ; ' 
and in case they find any of them out o? repair, or defect- 
ive, to make report to the Mayor, or, in liis absence, to 
tbe Senior Alderman present : And it shall be their duty 
to report, when they judge necessary, all alterations or 
improvements, which, in their opinion, may be usefully 
made in the system adopted for protecting buildings from 
fire. 

Be it further ordained^ That after a fire, the fire-wardens

Foreman or an engihe to take care of the same, and all 
their duty., instruments* andMmplements attached thereto, and keep 
the same in good- order, fit for immediate use. And each 
foreman shall he authorizedf; under the direction of the 
Court of Common Council^.to ffll up his company by the 
voluntary enlistment of firemen ; and the firemen, seconds 
and foremen, shall be ex^empt from^ the payment of any 
poll tax into the treasury of the city : And' it shall be the 
duty of each foreman, or of bis second^ in his absence, to 
call out bis conxpany to wash and pliaiy his engine, on the 2d' 
Saturday of each of the months of April, July and Octo- 
ber, annually, or, i» case the same should be impracticable 
by reason of the inclemency of the weather, on the next 
Saturday ensuing; which shall be fair ; and oflener, if the 
foreman shall think it necessary. And it shallbe the duty^ 
of each foreman or second, a& the case may be, within' 
three days after washing his engine as aforesaid^ or after^ 
playing his engine at a fire, to report to the Mayor, in 
writing, the names of all firemen who shall have neglect- 
ed to appear, or to give a satisfactory excuse for their ab- 
sence, tFmt measures may be taken to supply the place 
of such firemen in the company : And it shalt also be the 
duty of the foreman, or, in case of his absence, of the 
second of each engine, inune.dlately after plarying. the 
same as aforesaid, to report to the princfpal engineer^ 
any defect or deficiency there may be fn his engine or it» 
apparatus. . And it shall be the duty of the foreman^ or 
of the second, in case^ of the absence of the foreman, ia 
the first week in each month, to inspect and examine his 
engine, and all parts of it, that it may be at all times 
ready for immediate use ; for which services, the fore- 
man and second shall each receive four dollars per annum* 
And in case a fire should break out in said city, each fore-^ 
man, second and fireman, shall forthwith repair with his 
, ^ngine to the place of the fire, and play the same, under 
the direction of the principal or assistant engineers, or 
other fire-wardens : and the company which shall first 
play their engine at a fire, shall receive ten dollars from 
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'ihe citj treasury, as n reward for their diligence and ac- 
itivity. And if any person, belonging to an engine, shall 
be in default for not seasonably appearing at a fire, for 
absenting himself before discharged, or fo^^neglecting his 
duty while present, he shall pay to and for the use of the 
city, two doUarsfor each default, and shall also forfeit all 
his share m said reward, if obtained by his company, and 
shall be thenceforth dismissed from said conapany. 

Be it farther ordained^ That all by-laws heretofore pass- 
ed, for the protection of the city^ of New-Haven from fire, 
be, and the same are hereby repealed.

for that purpose, said Court shall appoint not exceeding 
seven cUscreet citizens, to act as Superintendants of the 
Watch, and not exceeding fifty discreet citizens to act aa 
Watchmen, at the pleasure of said Court, under such 
jrules and regulations as may, from time to time, be estab- 
lished by said Court ; and in preserving the peace, and 
suppressing disorders, said Superintendants and Watch- 
men shall, while in the execution of thir duties, severally 
have the same power and authority as are by the laws of 
the State vested in Constables.
